Immense preparations were made by the people ot 
Brussels to receive the Imperial hero in a proper manner. A tr 
umphal arch was erected at the gate of Anderlecht, through whith 
he was to enterg flowers and rushes were strewed over the streets 
leading to Laeken. He arrived at seven in the evening, escorted by 
150 chasseurs and erp ge on horseback; and, to the great disap- 
pointment of lggmdreds of thousands, who had flocked fram all parts 
of the countryto obtain a sight of the great man, he did not con> 
descend to show himself to the public, but had lowered the blinds of 
the carriage-widows, and had previously given orders to gallop tie 

horses through the town, and not stop a moment on the road. ‘This 
extraordinary ¢onduct of the Emperor, which at the moment we 
could not account for, was explained on the following day. When 
M. La Tour da Pin, the Prefect, and the authorities, came to pay 
their bomage, they were received with the greatest coldness; arfd 
the Emperor told them, sans ceremonie, that he was extremely dis- 
satisfied with the behaviour of the Belgians when the English 
took possession of Walcheren, and Lord Chatham had nearly De- 
come the master of Antwerp. The following words were madt

secretary of M. La Tour du Pin, who was present, took them down 
in short-hand. Napoleon, walking up and dowr the room in which 
the Authorities were assembled in an agitated manner, thus address- 
ed them:—“ You have disgraced the name of Frenchmen, You 
ought to have risen cn masse, and have driven those perfidipus 
Islanders (the English) from your shores.

of the Palace, I was accosted by a man, who, inan abrupt manner, 
asked me how far the prisun of Vilvonde was from Laeken 1—Three 
or four miles, was my reply.

At 
what part of the Scheldt does the canal enter it?—Within a few 
miles of Antwerp. Annoyed by these questions, which were put in

her knees before him. He raised her kindly, took the paper, and 
said ina mildtone, “I will attend to your petition.” It was now 
evident that I had been speaking to the mighty monarch of nearly 
all Europe. [ was only a few yards from him when this circum- 
stance occurred, and immediately taking off my hat, I waited in the 
expectation that some new question would be putto me. But Na- 
poleon walked slowly forwards, and did not say a word ; as he pass: 
ed me he made a slight inclination of the head, and entered the 
chateau. [accompanied the young lady to the gate of the palace. 
Her name was O'Reilly, and her father, who was then in the Irisl 
brigade, had lost the whole of his property during the Revolution, 
and her petition was for the purpose of obtaining a part of it back. 
She had an audience a few weeks after this of the Duke of Bassano, 
who told, her that the Emperor had given orders to the Treasury 
to pay her father a considerable indemnity for the losses he Bad 
sustained.

He fired his musket, and the 
horse fell; but a spahi galloping yp, while he was in the act of grasp- 
ing the pasha, fired his pistol into his bosom. Carlo fell mortally 
wounded. The fight was furious where he lay; and Bozzaris, 
stooping to lift him from the ground, received a ball in the loins. 
He revenged it by a blow of his scimitar, that swept off the Turk’s 
head; and, be still persisted ip carrying the young Italian from the 
field, when a second ball struck the hero in the forehead. They fell 
ogether. ' , :
